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TAXES UP...WAGES DOWN...LOCAL SUPPORT FOR THE KING (GP)i Despite increased 
taxes and cuts in military pay, the people voiced support for their King and the King's party 
was dominant on the political front. Austerity measures to replenish the treasury have been 
eased and government officials are again receiving full pay although the military are still 
seeing heavy cuts in their paychecks. Since tax increases were modest the King retained the 
good "will of the people and the few outbreaks of violence were not allowed to get out of 
hand. Unfortunately, malcontents in the army did not allow full force to be brought to bear on 
those revolting against taxes, indeed some refused to take arms against the offenders, so 
of resentment still exist in the provinces, 
Among those who did admirably defend his Majesty's tax collectors were Messrs. 
Bezukhov, LeMoyne, Gerard and Poisson, the latter was severely wounded while performing 
his duty. LeChevalier LeMoyne was promoted to full Brigadeer General and Brevet Lt, 
General and was appointed Provincial Military Governor for his efforts. M. Gerard, who 
campaigned despite grevious wounds, was knighted and Baron Bezukhov was awarded the title 
of Marquis, but a potential promotion to Lt. Col. was vetoed by the outgoing Field Marshall. 
Presumably Le Marquis de Bic had taken offence at being denounced before the King by 
Messrs. Bezukhov and Lafayette as having been the cause of the recent disaster at the 
treasury. It is said M, Bezukhov raised the point that it was surely the Marquis expensive 
and needless Spring campaign, fostered by quest for personal glory, combined with gross 
neqligence in overseeing the defense spending that had driven the country to near bankrupcy. 
Count Lafayette was heard crying "The Chancellor speaks the truth" from the back of the 
room. Despite the fact that M. Bic was not present to defend himself, the King refused to 
accept this argument and berated the Chancellor and Minister for having raised it. Leaving 
the courtroom"in dismay, Count Lafayette was heard to say, "but with all the influence you 
brought to bear, I'm amazed that the King was not swayed" to which Bezukhov responded, 
"Influence, bah, I used that elsewhere. I counted an my eloquence to convince the King." 

Also, seeing action this season were newcomer Alexi Stravinski, who, after being 
turned away by the Princess Louisa Lt, Dragoons, won a place as captain in the 53rd 
Fusiliers and immediately went off to campaign with the . RNHB regiment, and Subaltern 
Calieu Calais, who so impressed Brigadeer General Oeuf de ia Coq that the latter agreed to 
take him under his wing, so to speak, and teach the boy to be a soldier.
